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DISTRICT AFFAIRS COMMITTEE 


The District Affairs Committee continues 
to press for the goals of the Association 
before the boards and agencies of the Dis- 
trict Government and the Federal Courts: 


Litigation: 


The lawsuit to revoke the liquor license 
of the Channel House Restaurant was heard 
before Judge Luther Youngdahl of the U.S, 
District Court, who stated he was ''shock- 
ed'' with the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board's disregard of the law and sent the 
matter back to the Board for further find- 
ings. The battle is far from won, but this 
is an encouraging step. Neighbors report, 
however, disturbance from the restaurant 
in the small hours of the morning is worse 
than ever. 


Hearings: 


The Committee has appeared in several 
zoning and licencing hearings before vari- 
ous District agencies. We were success- 
ful in preventing the District from ceding 
an alley, without charge, to an apartment 
builder, and in blocking at least part of a 
proposed parking lot on 25th Street. We 
appeared in opposition to renewal of the 
Snow's Court parking lot because: trash 
trucks were parked there, repaving took 
in city property, and there was excessive 
traffic generated for the limited access to 
the Court.

TREE OF HEAVEN FELLED 


The stiff wind that swept down the Potomac 
and across Foggy Bottom on the afternoon 
of April 23 blew down one of the few ailan- 
thus -- tree of heaven -- remaining in our 
neighborhood. The tree had grown for a 
good half-century in the back yard of 2509 
Eye Street but its roots were not deep and 
they failed to hold anchorage against the 
gale. It was a kind tree. Little children 
played under it, suspended swings from it, 
climbed it for generations and birds nested 
among its leaves many summers. When it 
fell it did little damage, as if to say ''Par- 
don'', Only a patio door was splintered by 
its fall. 


Foggy Bottom used to have many of these 
trees, growing helter-skelterin its alleys, 
along its streets, in its courts and mews, 
but only a few are left today. Bulldozers 
have disposed of most of them in the name 
of ''progress'', Brooklyn, like Foggy Bot- 
tom, once had lots of ailanthus but to our 
knowledge only one remains there. Betty 
Smith saved it for posterity by putting it 
into the title of a book: ''A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn".

APRIL MEETING 


On April 29, 1963, Dr. Betty Bradford 
Bloom - famed horticulturist and soil sci- 
entist - delivered an address to the Asso- 
ciation which will long be remembered for 
its vigor and colorfulness. Dr. Bloom's 
topics ranged from the Bonanza peach bush 
to proper Ph ratios. 


After discussing a number of miniature 
plants and vegetables which would be ap- 
propriate in the typical Foggy Bottom pat- 
ios, Dr. Bloom went on to resurrect our 
high school chemistry in describing soil 
conditions hereabouts. Plants require a 
great many elements, she said, but advis- 
ed strongly against our using chemical 
fertilizers (nitrogen, phosphorous, potash). 
Instead, she concluded, processed seaweed 
is the most desirable ingredient for rich 
growth since it contains 60 elements. 


In planting, large holes should be dug, 
Dr. Bloom noted trenchantly, and filled at 
a ratio of 50-50 teralite and soil. Com- 
posts and manure should be avoided, she 
advised distantly. For those who missed 
the meeting, Dr. Bloom has a radio pro- 
gram every Sunday morning over a local 
radio station.

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MAY MEETING 


On May 27, 1963, Mr. Chester Smith, 
Chief Clerk and Staff Director of the Sen 
ate District Committee, spoke to a gather- 
ing of about 65 members,and residents of 
the Association. A native Nevadan, journ- 
alist, Marine hero and lawyer, Mr. Smith ' 
discussed the problems of government in 
the District in relation to taxes. 


In Mr. Smith's personal opinion, the 
District's three most urgent problems are 
(1) crime; (2) urban renewal; (3) transpor- 
tation. He pointed out that the District is 
receiving greatly increasing attention in 
the national press with respect to all three 
subjects, the persistent lack of money un- 
derlying theseproblems has gone relative- 
ly unnoticed. Few people, he observed, 
realize just how much of the tax burden in 
the District is shouldered by its private 
citizens and residents. 


Mr. Smith pointed out that the District's 
biggest industry and largest single proper- 
ty owner pays no taxes at all, a situation 
unparalleled in any other city in the coun- 
try. Moreover, he added, this monolithic 
charity case, the Federal Government, at- 
tracts a great many other tax-exempt en- 
tities, such as embassies and charitable 
organizations. 


Currently pending legislation may rem- 
edy this inequity, Mr. Smith concluded, al- 
though he did not specifically indicate that 
the individual home owner was in for any 
relief. In the discussion that followed one 
citizen cryptically observed, ''Every time 
they build an apartment building, my taxes 


go up!"
